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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-1 1 and 22-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: At a pre-appeal 
meeting, applicants' argument was found persuasive. In particular, the prior art of record does 
not disclose or fairly suggest either in singly or in combination a memory transistor having a 
tunable interlayer dielectric layer, said tunable dielectric layer comprising a matrix and tunable 
material situated within said matrix; said dielectric having a transparent state and an opaque 
state, said transparent state allowing UV rays to pass through said tunable interlayer dielectric to 
said electrode layer , said opaque state preventing UV ray to pass through said tunable interlayer 
dielectric to said electrode layer, and other elements in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
